Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not found to be 
persuasive, applicant has placed claim 21 subject matter in independent claim 18. Applicant's conclusions regarding claim 21 subject 
matter and the applied references are not found to be accurate by the examiner. Examiner submits that the proposed claims amendments 
are not allowable and evidence of this may be found in Bueten fig 2 and % 0022, 0035, 0037. Also see final rejection 08/08/2007. 

Applicant argues: 

"Beuten does not identically disclose (or even suggest) 

the feature of a storage module, in which the at least one second interface accesses a code of 
the processor in the storage module for a writing purpose, as provided for in the context of 
claim 18, as presented." 

Examiner submits that this is incorrect and evidence as such may be found in Bueten fig 2 1[0022, 0035, 0037. 
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
